DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rakuljic et al. 
(US5691989). 

With respect to claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-21, Rakuljic show in Fig.8B a laser system for 
transmitting the beam in a WDM communication system (col.2, 1. 15-16) comprising a resonator 
38 for generating a laser beam, a beam splitter 39 (col.7, 1.62-63), a control filter 42 in a control 
path and a reference filter 42 in a reference path (col. 10, 1.40-41), a monitor device 45 for 
determining the wavelength characteristics of light transmitted along the reference path and the 
control path, a wavelength controller 47 for responding to the output of the monitor device 45 to 
control the laser medium, and an optical waveguide for transmitting the laser beam (Fig.4). 

With respect to claims 4 and 13, Rakuljic disclose a servo system (col. 13, 1.15-16). 



With respect to claims 5 and 14, Rakuljic disclose the etalons (col. 3, 1.34-37).
